Fresh bread, or 'soft taek,' 
is issuer], particularly when in port, and 
fresh meat quite frequently. As a rule 
most sailors soon tire of this niid call for 
pork and beans. Good coffee, vegeta- 
bles, canned and fresh pickles, molasses, 
vinegar, peas, rice, dried truit and many 
other articles of food are issued, either 
regularly or as a substitution. Those 
joining our navy for this war with Spain 
need not give a thought to the (jue'stiij) 
of food.

"As a rule, meals are served as fol- 


lows: Breakfast M 8, dinner at 12 and

a complaint on this account. The spirit 
ration was discontinued in 1862 and has 
never been restored, though the ollicere 
.ire permitted to purchase wines foi tuejr 
mess. 


"A \\ondeiful discipline prevails on 


board a aian-oi'-war and, during actual 
war, except in far distant ports, leaves 
of absence are almost unknown. But 
the men are not without recreations. 
During the 'dog w,ttch,' after supper, 
'dky-larking'ia permitted. Then tite men 
play and gambol like so many children, 
cutting up all sorts o£ capers. They are 
much given to singing and dancing,' in 
which many of them are extremely 
clever. lu their hours of leisure they 
play such games as checkers, chess, 
dom- 


inoes and backgammon, though cards 
are tabootd. 


"Most vessels of war have a small li- 


brary and the oilicers and men possess 
books of their own, which they exchange, 
some of them being great readers.

In time of aclual war the officers aud 


men of a war vaesel are circumscribed 
within very narrow limils, their lives, 
when not in action or some form of ac- 
tive service, being rather monotonous. 
To be ou shipboard is in itself an isola- 
tion, which is greatly increased bv a dis- 
cipline ab stiict almost as that maintain- 
ed in a prison. But few people are in- 
formed as to the fare and daily life on 
boaid a man-of-war. 
Chicago is the 


home of many "old sea dogs," and from 
a number of them suggestions bearing 
ou the subject have beem obtained. 


"Aside from the necessary restric 


tious imposed to maintain perfect disci 
pline, little hardship is experienced on 
board a vessol of war," said one Chi- 
cago's most prominent physicians, who 
served during the war of the rebellion in 
the capacity of surgeon. -Men become 
accustomed to routine life and readily 
adapt themselves to existing conditions 
During the last war officers and men 
were well fed, and decided improvements 
have been made since then. At thai 
time the only canned meat issued was 
beef—'roast beef they called it. As a

also in grpiil demand. Thecllicers lived 
somewhat butter than tbe seamen, bul 
the difference was not very noticeable. 


'•Ou the South Atlantic and Gulf coast 


line, where our blockading Heels, were 
stationed during the last war, the most 
inviting food was obtained in abundance, 
and the same is true to day. Tropical 
fruits cau be obtained in great quantities 
and at a triHitig coat. Fine (igh and 
green sea turtle are not so rare things on 
a warship as to be regarded as luxuries 
From a turtle the cooks used to give us 
beefsteak for breaklast, chicken for din- 
uor and veal for supper, witb an omelet 
ot turtle eggs for a side diah." 


Miijor Horatio L. Wait, who entered 


the nnvy at the breaking out of the civil 
war, seiviug until 1870, and who is ready, 
anxious, indeed, to go again, agrees with 
the surgeon that life on a man of war is 
not hard. 


"During the term of my service," said 


he, "I seldom heard any complaint on 
the pint of the men, aud no grounds for 
it really existed. Siace that time many 
improvements have been introduced, 
making life on shipboaid inueh more 
comfortable. Jfow all our ships of war 
are heated by steam and electricity. 
Daring the civil war cadlesand oil lamps 
furnished our lights, while we were ob- 
liged to do without heat. Some war- 
ships, ituptovissd from merchant vessels, 
had steam plants, but most of ships were 
entirely destitute of nil heating appara- 
tus. 


'•This often involved hardships, some- 


times positive siiffarlug. 
The men used 


to beat themselves aud each other to 
keep up a circulatiou. 
In 
extreme 


weather a thirty-two pound shot would 
be heated to ledness in the engine room 
and brought up in a bucket of sand that 
the men might wurm their hands. 
The 


rolling- of the ship would frequently 
overturn the bucket, aud men with «et 
swabs weie kept, at hand to prevent Ore. 


'•Ollicers nod men are and always have 


been wpll fed. The ofiicars have cooks, 
uoiially trained Japanese, who are almost 
without rivals. In my day, tlie ward- 
room, where the officers lived, an officer 
was eluded each mouth to act as caterer, 
purchase supplies when occasion afforded, 
and make up the bill of fare. Once, 


gifted author. Sailors are superstitious, 
but this applies to man-ot'-warsriien only 
to a limited extent. They are very fond 
of pets and no ship of war is without a 
mascot in the form of some animal. 
Cats are prime favorites, and DO sailor 
will ever injure one. I have known 
men to spend hours catching a small flsb 
for their cat. Monkeys are common, 
while pigs, dogs and even raccoons are 
to be seen on warships. 


"Many amusing things occur on ship- 


board. I have seen a cat hold at bay a 
dog, 
pig and raccoon, all eager for a 


mouthful, while she devoured a fish. 
Commander David Jones, of Chicago, 
now on the retired list, tells a story that 
illustiates a sailor's devotion to pets. 


"Long before he reached the rank ot 


a commander he was on a warship that 
called at an Italian port. Tlie crew pos- 
sessed a torn cat of which every man was 
proud and would back in a fight with hie 
last cent. An Italian came on board 
one day with a large monkey that he ot- 
tered to sell. 


"'Will he light ?" ashed the young offi- 


cer. 
"I don't want him it he won't.' 
" 'He lighta good, strong,' replied the 


Italian. 


" 'Can he whip the ship's cat 'i" 
"The 
son of Italy allowed that he 


could, and a ring was formed, from with- 
in which cries and fur soon filled the air. 
The executive ctlicer dually stopped the 
combat, but not until thn monkey was 
almost hors du combat.

Troops Pass McKiiiley. 


President McKinleysaw war forces for 


the first time wfien he reviewed Irom the 
portico of the White House Saturday aweek 
ago the District of Columbia regiment 
that left for Chickarnauga. The President 
has seen none of the ships and he had 
seen none of tbe regiments until Saturday, 
for tbe regulars left Washington without 
marching past the White House, and the 
National Guard regiments have gone 
through Washington without marching in 
the streets at all.

from a White House window, President 
MclCinley standing where President Lin- 
coln once stood to honor departing volun- 
teers. Bareheaded, hat in hand, in the 
summer air, the President bowed a hun- 
dred times to the saluting regiment as it 
marched in close order and rapid time to 
the mnaic of tbe band playing "The Red, 
White and Blue," looking like veterans in 
the fiuld uniform of regulars, while tbon- 
aanda of their relatives and friends cheered 
and waved flags in spite of many tears. 
It was all very military, for there was no 
hixnltiug for speech-making.

In the mean- 
time all around is sweltering heat, daz- 
zling sun and unchanged blue, the ail- 
clear to the point of a vacuum, and this 
intensity of light has a most peculiar ef- 
fect, as-one gets near the islands -they 
seem to stand out without any relief in 
the way of lights aud shadows, a Hat, 
dusky yellow picture on blue canvas!

But lo return to the harbor—it is very 
large, and in shape like a horseshoe, with 
another and comparatively fert le island, 
by name San Antonio, lying across the 
open front and protecting it from the 
Atlantic storms—the ships coming aud 
going through the opposite corners. 
One gops ashore in the inevitable small 
boat, which bumps alongside a low coal- 
ing wharf, where the first person met 
with will probably be the also inevitable 
Englishman, and most likely one of the 
Miller family, the millionaire owners of 
the coaling station, for tlie. enterprise ot 
a private lirm is responsible for the coal 
supplies of St. Vincent, which 
are 


brought over from England in colliers 
and then stored on the island in very 
large quantities. 


About the only other white men on 


the island are a few diminutive Portu- 
guese Gflieials, brave in uniforms and 
gold lace, and the employes of the cable 
company, the latter of whom possess, be- 
sides their maddening and clicking in 
strtinidnts, a rickety billiard table, a few 
sorry horses, which they race up and 
down the sandy stretches 
along the 


shore, and a large stock of good whisky. 
Particular mention is made of the spirits, 
necause there is no water in this accursed 
isle—it, has to be brought across in boats 
from neighboring S,iu Antonio. 


Tha natives do such labor as there is to 


be done, acting as boatmen, stevedores 
anil servants—they are half Portuguese, 
half African, and speak Portuguese as 
their native tongue, and, as their favor- 
ite occupation, do nothing. They some- 
how manage to exiat on the crumbs 
gathered from the passing steamers. Of 
town there is none, just a struggling T- 
shaped street of low houses, here and 
there a drinkiug place or filthy joint, and 
here and there a ship chandler's, and 
that is all. The society events of the 
station are usually confined to entertain- 
ments given by the hospitable crew or 
oasseugeis of some steamer of war boat 
taking on coal, but there is no diversity; 
.he going of one ship is the coming of the 
next, and there are always two or three 
n the harbor. In fact, the monotony 
and dust are stupendous. 


Such is St. Vincent at present. The 


slands belong to Portugal, and the coul 
supplies are rhe property of an English. 
Rrm. Cape Verde, however, is not so 
'ar from the Grand Canaries. 
St. Vin- 


cent itself could be but the scene of a 
iaval battle, for the only vestiges of life, 
always excepting the miserable lane or 
troet of houses already described, are 
he ships riding at anchor in the offing. 
Nevertheless, the place, such as it is, 
plays the part of a hall-way house in the 
world's happenings. 
Steamers 
from 


South Africa, from the River Platte, the 
"3aeinc coast of South America, and 
rom Brazil, all call there, and the time- 
worn, beat-weary rocks on the African 
oast are, after all, a factor in our civili- 
ation by virtue of the coal supplies and 
able station. 
As to the interior of the island, there 


s none, simply rocks, ever higher and 
igher, till they become mountains. The 
:6igliboring island of S'-ui Antonio is 
qually steep and precipitous, but there 


abundance of fresh water, and, as a

SPAIN'S RE.U, COMHT10X. 


The impression which has prevailed iu 


this country that but for the fear of giv- 
ing offense to "Spanish pride" the Gov 
ernment at Madrid would bave been glad 
to withdraw peacefully from Cuba seems 
to bave been based on error. Hunger, 
not pride, is the controlling factor in 
Spanish politics at this moment, and the 
prospect of a corn famine causes more 
alarm at Madrid than does tbe immi- 
nence of tbe loss of the Antillean and 
Philippine colonies. Poultney Bigelow's 
observations during a recent journey 
through Spain have been confirmed b> 
those of other travelers in that country, 
who have remarked with surprise the 
complete absence of popular interest in 
the progress of the war. The sentiment 
with regard to the colonies prevailing 
among tradesmen, middle class people 
and the masses is one of absolute indif- 
ference to their fate. "Let the Ameri- 
cans rid us of Cuba and the Philippines ; 
it would be the greatest good they could 
do us. They ought to have beeu given 
to them without war." Such, according 
to a credible, correspondent, ia the char- 
acter of the remarks made by hundreds 
of Spaniards to whom he had spoken on 
the subject. The colonies are regarded 
as places to which the sons of the coin 
mnn people have been sent to die of dis 
ease and privation, and where the scions 
of ruined grandees have gone to retrieve 
their fortunes. A few liarcelonian mer- 
cantile houses may have profited by the 
preservation of an exclusive market for 
their wares, but the mass of the Spanish 
people hrive become weary of the exces 
sive burdens of taxation imposed upon 
them in order to keep up this mockery 
of an empire. 


The feeling among the rank and file of 


the Spanish army is well illustrated by 
a conversation with a soldier of rather 
more than average intelligence, who had 
returned home a physical wreck.

April, in the present year ; "cbe same to be 
apportioned, as far aa practicable, among: 
th« several States and Territories and the 
District of Columbia, according to popula- 
tion, and to serve for two years, unless 
soonerdisclmrged. The proportion of each 
arm and the details of enlistment and or- 
ganization will be made known throngn 
the War Department.

The question of ROvernuaent reform in

There are no iutelliRent citizens who 


do not mini it the existence of gross 
abuses in every department of the state 
government.

is » fact that the scandalous acts of re- 
cent sessions have deeply impressed upon 
tbe public mind. 


That there lias been an abuse of the 


executive power, has appeared in. its co- 
operation with the Legislature in unduly 
favoring corporate interests and in sad- 
dling the expense of new oilicea and in- 
creased salaries on the tax-payers. 


That the State funds have been gross- 


ly misused needs no other evidence than 
the extravagant increase in general state 
expenses. 


When this governmental licentious- 


ness is known to have its origin iu a 
system of machine politics that has in- 
vested a boss with the power to select 
the state olliuers and control the law- 
making body, it should not be difficult 
for the people to determine the remedy 
for such a state of affairs. 


The boss must be deprived of his pow- 


er by smashing the machine at the polls.

most important held since war was declar- 
ed, the entire situation was discussed, and 
it was decided that the time had arrived 
for striking a crushing blow to Spanish 
rule in Cuba. >'or many reasons, chief 
among them being the unhealthiness of 
Cuba at this time of the year, it was de- 
termined that the blow should be struck 
with all the power with which the army 
and navy are capable. 


To carry out the present plan a few 


more days' delay at the beginning will be 
necessary, but the campaign will be short- 
ened in the end 
There is to be no send- 


ing down of a small advance guard of regu- 
lars to capture a base of supplies under the 
guns of the fleet as had at lirst been con- 
templated, but the entire invading army 
is to be moved forward, and soldiers are 
to be landed in Cuba as rapidly as they 
can be carried over from Florida in the 
transports. Every available man is to be 
sent to the front, and it is probable that 
not less than 75,000 men will be landed on 
Cuban soil. 


The greatest difficulty which the Wai- 


Department has cuconnted has been iu se- 
curing sufficient transports for the troops. 
Up to the present time 33 vessels have 
been obtained, and are all either at Tam- 
pa, or within a day's sail of that port. 
They will carry on an average of 1,000 men 
each, so that it will bo necessary for all 
the transports to make two trips and some 
of them to make three. 


On the first trip 30,000 men under com- 


mand of Major-General Shaffcer will be 
carried across. In this detachment will be 
included all of the regulars and most of 
the volunteers now concentrated at the 
places of embarkation. 
While these 


troops are being carried over and the trans- 
ports are returning, additional regiments 
of volunteers will be flurried forward from 
Chickamaugdand Falls Church, so that no 
time will be lost when the transports re- 
turn. 


I understand it is the purpose of the au- 


thorities to land the men as near Havana 
as possible. While this is going on the 
vessels of the blockading squadron and of 
Sampson's fleet will keep aa many as possi-

"The United States will in due. time

There had been enlisted up to Friday 


night as volunteers 120,544 men. 
The 


regulars numbered 37,000 men. 
These 


figures are totals given by Adjutant-Gen- 
eral Corbin, of the army. 


Against this army of 157,854 men mobi- 


lized with 90,000 more volunteers and 25,- 
000 more regular recruits to come, ia op- 
posed a Spanish army of 205,000. These 
figures of the Spanish may be relied upon 
as practically accurate. 


Of these 295,000 Spaniards, 180,000 are 


in Cuba, 20,000 are in Porto Itico, 15,000 
are in the Philippines, and 80,000 are in 
Spain. 


"Of the 37,000 United States regulars, 


10,000," said Adjutant-General Corbin, 
"have been enlisted during the lasl 
month." 


The regular regiments are disposed of in 


this way : 


In New Mexico, Colorado and Arizona 


are the fifteenth infantry and seventh and 
fourth cavalry. At Mobile, lirst, thirteen- 
th, eighteenth, nineteenth, twenty-first 
and twenty second regiments. 
The bulk 


of the remaining regulars are at Tampa, 
where are 25 regiments of 1,272 men each, 
the fourteenth, fifteenth and twenty-third 
having been sent to the Pacific. 
Also at 


Tampa are ten light batteries. On the 
Pacific coast are the fourteenth, fifteenth 
and twenty-third infantry of twelve com- 
panies each, 106 men to each company; 
also, the third artillery and fourth cavalry. 


Of the 120,000 volunteers thus far en- 


listed there are six array corps in the va- 
rious camps, amounting to 57,000 men, 
20,000 in coast defenses. 


There is yet a shortage in the call from 


the various States of 5,633 men, distribut- 
ed as follows : Alabama, 1,355 ; Iowa, 
1,040; 
Kentucky, 3,238; 
Mississippi, 


1,000, and North Carolina, 400. 


The Spanish army in Spain ia not here 


taken account of, though the best troops 
are still held there, numbering altogether 
under arms some 80,000. This was- stated 
to-day by an authority in war figures, who 
may be relied upon. Of the remaining 
215,000 troops Spain has, the 380,000 in 
Cuba are composed of 100,000 regulars— 
probably not quite so many as this—20,000 
guerillas and 80,000 volunteers, 


In Porto Rico it is conservatively esti- 


mated there are 33,000 regulars and 7,000 
have been impressed. Many of these vol- 
unteers have been impressed. 
Although 


the figure commonly put down for the 
Philippines has been 8,000, there are, my 
information stated, quite as many as 10,- 
OOOSpanish troops there, including a great 
many natives.

the First Division, First Army Corps, at 
Chickainauga, Ga., by Major General Wil- 
son and Inspector General Hreckenrirlge, 
Colonel Case's Fourth Regiment and Colo- 
nel Hilling's Sixteenth Regiment, carried 
off first and second honors, hands down. 


It was the first review of a division of 


volunteers held in this country since the 
close ot the Rebellion, and great interest 
was manifested in it. The division con- 
tains not only two regiments from the fam- 
ous Pennsylvania National Guard, but the 
crack regiments from the Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois and Wisconsin Guards, nine regi- 
ments in all, equipped and uniformed and 
well drilled. 


Naturally there was considerable rivalry 


among the commands, and each tried to 
make a strong impression, but the disci- 
pline and experience gained by the yearly 
division and brigade encampments of the 
Pennsylvania Guards gave them a marked 
advantage which was at once noticed and 
commented on by General Wilson and 
General Breckenridge. It took twice as 
long to form the division, consisting of 
8,200 men, as if took to form the division 
of Pennsylvania troops at Mount Gretna at 
the last review of the Guards, right after 
their muster.

An article in the June Forum, by Sena- 


tor Poraker, setaoub clearly tbe facts con- 
nected with the destruction of tbe Maine, 
aa follows : 


"When the Maine reached Havana she 


was taken in charge by a BpaniHli official, 
the Harbor Pilot, and by him stationed at 
a place where, without warning, she, with 
two hundred and sixty-six of her officers 
and crew, was blown up and destroyed by 
a submarine mine. Submarine mines are 
acknowledged governmental implements 
of war. They are not at any time handled 
by orivate individuals; and, at the time 
and place in question, it was a crime pun- 
ishable by death for any person to be 
found even in pos-essiou of any kind of an 
explosive. The?e considerations make it 
a very strong prinuifnc.'n'case -almost con- 
clusive—that, the 
Maine was blown up 


purposely, and by Spanish officials ; for it 
ia manifest, as stated by Gen. Lee in his 
evidence before the Senate Foreign ttela- 
tiona Committee, that no novice exploded 
the mine, but a skilled expert, who posses- 
sed not only all thu facts as (o its location 
and mechanism, bnt the requisite techni- 
cal knowledge as well.

and demonstrates anew the true signifi- 
cance of these inspiring patriotic obser- 
vances. 
Whatever mav be the character 


of its temporary problems, this liixirtv- 
loving nation ia not and never can be for- 
getful of the immortal heroes of the Civil 
War. 
For those who served as well as for 


those who 
fell at Gettysburg— now so 


peaceful aud beautifully adorned with the 
highest creations of the sculptor's art — our 
reunited fellow-countrymeu, without re- 
gard to locality, creed or political faith, 
have an abiding respect and the most cor- 
dial esteem. 


To-day those who contended on this his- 


toric field nearly thirty-live years ago and 
their descendants are mustering under the 
same flag, enthusiastic in their devotion to 
the Nation and willing to make any sacri- 
fice for its honor. 


The debt of gratitude which we owe to 


the Nation's defenders can never be com- 
pletely repaid either by this or future gen- 
erations ; yet the acknowledgment of this 
obligation each year, in various forms and 
and in a multitude of places throughout 
this broad land, purifies our ideas and 
brings us nearer together in sympathy of 
sentiment and unity of purpose. 


Xo time could be more appropriate than 


the present to approach iu'a fitting spirit 
these sacied themes of the love of country 
and die rights of man. Generations come 
and go and the issues for which they 
fought and died w i l l soon pass into history. 
But the living principles ot undertakings 
worthily accomplished, for an

Indeed 
the greatest assurance of tbfi prospeiltyof a 
Nation is its devotion to and grateful remem- 
brance of lib defender*, for a country that will 
not properly eare for its defenders isiiot worth 
lighting for, much less dying for. 


Lotus bold fast tbe virtues of the men who 


sleep here, and purify, enrich and adorn our 
country by building hlglier and going farther 
in our march of progress; teaching our youth 
to become good citizens; to guard well tlieir 
country's honor; to cherish, foster and up-

The Battle of Waterloo. 


Prof. Wheeler, of Yale Univerdity, lec- 


tured before an appreciative audience in 
Brua Chapel last Friday evening on the 
Battle of Waterloo and the campaign pre- 
ceeding. Prof. Wheeler is a strong ad- 
mirer of the genius and military ability of 
Xapoleon. 


The lecturer's opinion of the battle was 


that Napoleon was not defeated because of 
treachery on the part of his subordinates 
nor because he made a mistake, but rather 
because of the inferior force engaged on 
his side. The odds against Napoleon were 
two to one in this battle. 


Another reason assigned to the defeat 


was the re-arranging of the army, whereby 
divisions were changed and placed in dif- 
ferent corps. 
Most of the soldiers were, 


in this way, pat under commanders in 
whom they had not learned to have confi- 
dence and in formations with which they 
were not fatniliar. 
The privates had not 


the ezprk de corgis which they possessed 
in former battles. 
Napoleon was lacking 


the assistance of capable and efficient corps 
commanders and aides. 
His orders were 


executed in a bungling way. 


In theopinion of Prof. Wheeler, Welling- 


ton was not a man of genius, but was sim- 
ply made great by circumstances. In later 
years he fell to romancing about the battle 
and exaggerated the part he took in it. 
Several humorous instances of Welling- 
ton's self-glorification were related by the 
lecturer. 
He also showed the small part 


Wellington played in the battle. 
The 


brunt of the battle, in Prof. Wheeler's es- 
timation, was borne, and the hard fighting 
done by the Prussians, whose intense 
hatred of the French made the battle the 
fiercest in history and a synonym of over- 
whelming defeat.
